Lucky  indeed  is  the  person  who 
owns  one  of  these  and  can  sell  immediately 
for  a  good  sum  of  money.  It  catalogs  for  $325 
and  is  worth  more  if  you  can  find  one.  Write 
me  with  your  opinion  of  the  toughies.

"Well,  they  start  at  $2.50,  $3.00  and  $4.00  each,  some

That  was  it,  I  was  bitten  by  the  art  bar  bug  and  began  my 
collecting  that  day,  buying  about  6  at  various  prices. 

Then,  every  few  weeks,  I  would  buy  a  few  more  to  add  to 
my  collection,  buying  an  album  to  hold  them  in  an  to  show 
them  to  anyone  interested.

DO'S  AND  DON'TS  FOR  ATTENDING  A  COLLECTIBLES  SHOW 
by  Ken  Macomber 

DO  arrive  early.  A  show  that  is  scheduled  to  run 
from  10  AM  to  4  PM  may  only  be  active  from  10  to  2 
Business  then  begins  slacking 'off  and  most  dealers 
will  have  departed  by  around  3*30. 

DO  bring  cash.  This  is  a  cash  business  and  many 
dealers  will  not  take  your  checks  if  they  don't 
know  you  well.  Credit  cards  are  very  rarely  taken. 

DON'T  ever  open  a  dealer's  showcase  unless  invited 
There  are  many  dollars  worth  of  items  in  that  case 
and  the  dealer  must  assume  you're  a  thief  until 
proven  otherwise.  Ask  to  see  an  item  and  let  the 
dealer  either  hand  it  to  you  or  ask  you  to  pick  it 

DON'T  go  behind  tables.  This  is  absolutely  off 
limits  -  it  is  "holy  ground*  for  dealers  and  some 
dealers  leave  their  merchandise  fairly  vulnerable 
behind  their  tables. 

DO  try  to  respect  the  dealers 's  time.  He  has  paid 
a  fee  to  do  business  at  the  show  and  time  is  his 
mortal  enemy.  Don't  think  you're  doing  him  a  favor 
by  relating  stories  about  such  things  as  grandpa's 
collection,  the  big  one  that  got  away  or  how  you 
have  the  exact  item  he  has  in  your  collection. 
Believe  me  he's  heard  it  all  before. 

DON'T  be  nosey.  What  a  dealer  just  paid  for  an 
item  is  not  your  business.  Don't  ever  interrupt  a 
dealer  in  the  middle  of  a  tranaction. 

DON'T  complain  to  one  dealer  about  another  dealer- 
you  may  unknowingly  be  badmouthing  his  friend. 

DON'T  buy  or  sell  items  with  another  person  who 
does  not  have  a  table.  Dealers  pay  for  the 
exclusive  right  to  buy  and  sell.  Two  people 
dealing  without  a  table  is  one  of  the  easiest  ways 
to  be  told  to  leave  a  show. 

DON'T  try  to  aggravate  dealers  into  giving  you  a 
better  price.  My  first  rule  of  buying  is  "Never 
irritate  a  person  who's  about  to  quote  you  a  price 
This  seems  common  sense  enough  but  you'd  be  amazed 
how  many  violate  this  rule  of  negotiations.
